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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The independent claims set forth the open 
transition "comprising" and the Gibbs et al. reference discloses at least every limitation recited in the claims. As previously noted, the 
device of Gibbs et al. is cold formed into its final configuration or shape before being heat treated. After cold forming, the nickel-titanium 
alloy necessarily exhibits linear pseudoelasticity regardless of the stress applied to it. In order to define over the reference, the claims 
would need to set forth the limitations using a closed transition (e.g. "consisting of) which would preclude the subsequent or additional 
heat treatment set forth in Gibbs et al. 
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
